TROOPS ON THE DEFENSIVE. 

MITAU, Province of Courland, Dec. 17.— 
(Delayed. }—The troops, in order to av6td an- 
nihiiation at the hands of the insurgents, 
have been forced to abandon the country 
districts and to concentrate at Riga, Mitau, 
and Libau, where they actually are standing 
on the defensive, unable to make head against 
the insurgents. Several detachments have 
been defeated. 

The garrison of Takum (Untucknin?), con- 
sisting of a squadron of dragoons and a com- 
pany of infantry, not beigg able to depart in 
time, was set upon at night and lost its 
commander, Lieut. Col. Mueller, and thirty 
men. 

The insurgents, evading the sentinels, pene- 
trated the town and lad wire entanglements 
in front of the houses in which the wearted 
soldiers were quartered. They then set fire 
to the houses and the troops, rushing out, 
were shot down from the roofs or cut up in 
the narrow streets, 

The soldiers retreated in confusion, leaving 
their dead. The lattér were horribly muti- 
lated by the insurgents, who gouged out 
their eyes and cut off their ears aand hands. 

The insurgents, who form great bands, have 
a regular military organization and are well 
armed with military rifles and bayonets. 


FIGHT A REGULAR BATTLE. 

WALCK, Province of Livonia, Dee. 18 
Details have been received here of à regular 
battle between the members of a company 
of dragoons who were escorting a wagon 
train containing twenty German families 
and an armed n 
ershof. 

The expedition was trying to escape to the 
southward, but the ammunition of the dra- 
goons, as the result of constant skirmishes, 
was running low, and it waa decided to 
reach Riga, when, at @ point where the 
roads crogsed, the expedition ran into a 
Lett camp, which was strongly barricaded.

National Bank Examiner Bosworth, who 
by the ifony of fate is a discharged employé 
ot John R. Walsh, and whose inside informa- 
tion as to the banker's methods made the 
work of investigation comparatively easy, 
has laid the facts in the case before United 
States District Attorney Mcrrison. Mr. 
Morrison is expected to reach a deciston as to 
what action he will take within less than 
forty-eight Hours. A few federal grand jury 
will be in session, beginning today. 


Stead Will Bective Report. 

Two state bank examiners already have 
partly reported the results of their investi- 
gation to State. Auditor McCullough, and he 
today will ny the i de tore Attorney Gen- 
eral Stead. 

State's Attorney Healy will in all ptob- 
apility start en investigation today. He last 
night had given no personal attention to the 
case, but it was generally understood lu the 
office that the minute any violation cf law is 
found, that instant will the machinery of the 
law be put in operation. 


Joint Inquiry Was Necessary. 

The federal and Iifnéis avthorities have 
been working hand in hand for the last three 
Gays. It was only by joint investigation 
that the bankruptcy of the institutions was 
proven. This investigation was made at the 
urgent request of the federal authorities. 

Prior to this, when thé federal authorities 
made their investigation of Mr. Waish’s na- 
tional bank, the securities of the Home 
Savings bank were juggled and made to ap- 
pear as assets of the national institution. 
When the state sleuths examined the Home 
Savings bank somebody hopped from one 
side of the room to the other and returned 
With the stock and bonds belonging to the 
federal bank. 

The authorities, it is believed, will have 
the widest lattitude in prosecuting Mr. 
Walsh, as investigation shows that neariy 
every law on the statute books, placed there 
for the safe conduct of banking business, has 
been violated by him with reckless impunity. 


Banks That Were Not Banks. 

John R. Walsh’s bande were not banks, 
They were simply a huge cash Grawer for 
hig side lines of ratiroads, mines, stone quar- 
ries, and other business investements. Thére 
was a hole in the bottom of this drawer, 
which led into the pay envélopes of graders, 
firémeh, locomotive engineers, stone quarry 
men, coal miners, and laboring men of thirty 
different trades. 

The depositors dumped their money into 
this omuivorous cash box, and it was used 
by Mr. Walsh in a vain endeavor to tury 
into a golden reality his dream of railroad 
and allied commercial supremaoy. 


Looked Out for No. 1. 

Out of the $26,000,000 deposited in the halt - 
way finantial station maintamed by Mr. 
Walsh, $15,000,000 was loaned by Mr. Walsh 
to companies privately controlled by himself. 

He had been lending money to his various 
ratiroad and mining enterprises on their 
bonds as security for a number of years, 
and hed been repeatedly warned by both the 
controler of the currency and the state au- 
d@itor that he must change this practice and 
dispose of such bonds as security for loans. 

But not until a short time ago was it dis- 
covered t how these loans were being 
manip eG and their size. 

The Home Savings bank has been a fia- 
grant violator of good banking practice in 
that against the $4,000,000 deposits which it 
had there was in actual cash in its vauits 
less than one-half of 1 per cent to pay de- 
positors, According to the state bank Jaws, 
had there been a run on the bank, the latter 
could have availed itself of the right to de- 
mand sitty Gays” notice.\ As it had only sav- 
ings, all of the dépostts would have remained 
intact for that period, 

Paid 10 Per Cent Dividends. 

The Home Savings paid dividends of 10 
per cent on its capital stock. Harnings which 
should have been left in the form of cash in 
the vaults of the bank were either distributed 
m dividends to stockholders or loaned to 
John R. Walsh's private companies. When 

the Home Savings bank was organized some 
yeats ago, Mr. Walsh let it be understood he 
was going to conduct «savings bank of the 


John R. Walsh and thé oMcers of his in- 
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ee cr S M d Hans The Home 
Savings would probably have deen requtred 
to carry more but for thé intioential post- 
tion Mr. Walsh occupied. The clearing house 
hésitated to call him to account and the state 
auditor was equally lenient. 


“Promoting” for Twelve Years. 

It was about twelve years ago that. Mx. 
Walsh began first to deviate from the 
straight business of banking to that of pro- 
motion, or the making of epeculattve Invest- 
ments. 

It wasn't from désire ‘tat Mr. Wann 
changed his banking practice’, but Fe 
nécéssity. He had made a consid 
seyeral hundred thousand dollars —.— 
Quarry property near Bedford, Ind. Whés 
the borrowers were unabis to nquidate, or 
property in satisfaction of the lowa. 

It then became his business to handle the 

property in such manner as to came out 
whole. Twelve years ago, taking u round 
mumber, the Chicago National was not 60 
lirgé or influential as it grew to be, an the 
Bedford stone quarries were something of a 
burden. 
In working out his plans for getting back 
the money invested in the property ns con · 
sidered a railroad necessary te connect the 
quarries with transpertation lings. He pur- 
chased a short line, which subsequently be- 
éamé the Southern Indiana, and this was 
bonded for $1,500,000. | 


* Operations Began to Multiply. 


Here Mr. Waish's financial operations de- 
gan to multiply. Bonds of raſtroads in ths 
position of the Southern Indiana are not 
marketable at the values put upom them by 
their owners. However, they “red per cent 


bonds, and rather than sacrifice them noth- 


lug seemed more approprlate to the banker 
than to use the funds of his bank te put in 
the railroad and take thé bonds as security, 
The Southern Indiana began to shew good 
profits, and eamed the interest on ite bonds. 
Then Mr. Wals decided that if he had 
more ratiroads he could do stin better. Mean- 
while from the mere matter of realizing ons 
loan Mr. Walsh, step by step, had got away 
from the stone quarries Into à railroad enter- 
prise. Tue Southern Indiana promised sd 
well thet he would extend it. 

Then camé the nécéssity for more bonds, 
and altogether there are now outstanding 
against the Southern Indiana something over 
$7,000,000 of 4 per cént bonds. Whilé a mar- 
ket was sought for this paper, as if was 
gradually put out to meet the needs of gan- 
road construction, the three Muancial insti- 
tutlons controlled by Mr. Walsh furnished 
funds to meet tmmediate needs. The Sowth- 
ern In@iand rafiroad earnings continued to 
grow and more than meet the interest on 
the issue, They were gradually sold, com- 
manding a price around 82 cents on the do}- 


lar. 

Railroad Project Fascinating. 
The railroad project was growing apace 
and proved to be a fascinating gain. If the 
Southern Indiana proposition could be ¢car- 
rie@ on so successfully, other nes might 
Also be constructed, and at the same time, to 
help the growing business of the Southern 
Indiana, cal lands seemed desirable. 
But first there was acquired, subsequent 
to 1900, the Illinois Southern railroad, whith 
appeared déstrable because of coal lands 
and whieh was capitalized with $6,000,000 
bonds and $5,000,000 stock. Thése bonds, 
however, Were not salable, ike these of the 
Southern Indiana, and it would not doe to 
saertiice them. The ¢asy way to tet the 
money to carry Ae bonds until they could 
be matketed at a fair priee was to borrow 
it from either thé Chicago National or the 
Home Savings bank, principally. 

This paper gradually displaced other obli- 
gations, and the Chicago National was fast 
becoming an athunct to ranrond propodsi- 
tions. The purchase of some 20,000 aqres 
of coal lands invotved an oatiay of between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,008, and more sécuti- 
ties were issued to cover the coat and lodged 
with the Chicago National and Home gan- 
ings as security for loans. 


Still More Railroads.

The money for construction work was taised 
by floating the gréater part of $4,000,000 of 
two year 5 per cent bonds. 

This issue, guaranteed both as to principal 
and interest by the Southern Indiana, was 
favorably récéived by the same invéstors 
Who were Interested in the original rallraad 
proposition. The Southern Indiana earned 
sufficient for the tmterest on all the bonds 
and Mt. Walsh thought he saw his way clear 
in a short time to get his line in operation and 
have his bonds command a proper market 
price. 

Acquires Enmity of the Moores. 

Tt had deen understoo@ ever since Mr. 
Walsh got his Southern Indiana under geod 
headway that he expected to sell fit to the 
Chicago and Eastern Tilinols. If not to fhat 
company® then to the Pennsylyania, Whose 
Indianapolis, and Vandalia 
unes run through the Walsh coal fields. 

In the megntime, however, Mr. Walsh ac- 
quired the ili will of the Moore group of capi- 
talists in Chicago and Eastern Tlinois, which 
is a pralle gifet and competing line to the 
Southern Indiana and its northern extension. 
Mr. Weish, prior to the collapse of the Meore 
Speewiation in Diamond Match stock, had a 
short Hut disagreeable scene with W. K.

AT BANK'S DOORS. 


Depositors, Despite Assur- 
ances, Throng Around the 
Walsh Institutions. 


DRAW OUT OVER $2,725,000 


In the face of assurances that every dollar 
in the Walsh institutions was safe thousands 
of depositors crowded Monroe street through 
the day seeking to withdraw their money 
from the Chicago National bank, the Home 
Savings, and the Equitable Trust company. 

Wulle the fallen financier and the leading 
bankers of the city were holding secret con- 
ferences in the president’s office the public 
clamored at the doors. The savings bank was 
subjected to the heaviest run—a run that was 
characterized by. considerable excitement in 
the morning and by a relieved, even jocular, 
mood in the afternoon when the depositors 
saw all claims were being satisfied. 

‘After the close of banking hours it was esti- 
mated that the savings bank had paid some 
700 depositors in full, the total payments ag- 
gregating $400,000. The national bank paid 
out an aggregate of $2,300,000 to less than 
200 depositors. The Equitable Trust company 
also met all demands, which, however, to- 
taled lese than $25,000. 


Continuation of Run Expected. 


It is expected that the run on the savings 
bank will be resumed this morning: The 
bankers stemmed the tide in the afternoon 
by takirg advantage of the privilege of clos- 
ing the doors at 8 o’clock. After that hour 
only those left within the building were paid. 
But without the doors the crowd of depos!- 
tors, four ranks deep, stretched along the 
Monroe street pavement as far as Clark 
street on the one hand and La Salle on the 
other. 

Bank closed till 10 o’clock. tomorrow 
morning.“ announced the policemen, closing 
and bolting the bronze bound glass doors in 
the face of the thousands. ; 

And we'll be here bright and early to- 
morrow morning,” shouted an irate old man 
in the front ranks. ; 

An acquiescent murmur ran down the di- 
vergent streams of humanity. Still it was 
not believed that the bank had closed for 
the day, and it was fully an hour béfore the 
crowd began to melt away. Hundreds lin- 
gered in jostling. groups before the.building 
till after 6 o’clock, and throughout the even- 
ing policemen were required on the spot to 
keep. the sidewalk clear. | 

While. the great gathering of anxious de- 
positore was packed in the lee of 1 massive 
Corinthian columne which form the prin- 
cipal part of the bank bullding’s magnificent 
facade, a ‘mahogany door opened at one side 


of the vestibule and an old man muffied in an 


overcoat and showing a rugged, deep lined 
face beneath a low drawn hat brim, strode 
out into the passage. ’ 

At sight of. him the policemen threw wide 
the. great glass doors and the old man made 
his way out through the press of clamorous 
citizens. It was John R. Walsh, the man but 
for whose work there would have been no 
clamorous mob. The old man walked alone 
and unprotected, yet not a hand, not a mur- 
mur was raised against him. He moved safe 
in the impenetrable mystery in which he has 
invested bis life. His face and figure were 
not known to a single man or woman of 
child in the great gathering. The old man 
walkedquietly around the corner and stepped 
into his waiting carriage. 

Crowd Comes Out Early. 

The crowd. began collecting before the 
bank doors before the average business man 
had finished his breakfast and started for 
his office. At this early hour the solicitous 
ones were mostly small business men, clerks, 
and women employed in downtown offices. 
They clustered around a hastily scrawled 
Sign lashed to one of the Corinthian pillars, 
which read: 


All. depositors will be paid-in full.. 
The banks of Chicago are pledged to do this. 
CHICAGO CLEARING HOUSE ASS’N. 


Within the next hour placards on which 
‘this notice was printed in large black type 
were set in all the windows. But the crowd 
kept growing till the sidewalk was jammed

between the poor and the well to do, but a 
well garbed crowd, on the whole, the half 
of which was composed of women, anxious 
creatures,- hg stood in the chill breeze with 
their furs, drawn close about them and their 
savings passbooks thrust within their muffs. 

The doors were swung open promptly at 
10 o'clock and the orowd surged in inundat- 
ing the squad of policemen who regained 
mastery of the altuation only after battling 
back the onrush w uplifted clubs. The 
lobby of the savings bank at the left was 
jammed from the wickets to the walls with 
a struggling mass of humanity before the 
police could get their breath. It was neces- 
sary for the depositors first to sign with- 
drawal orders at one wicket and present: 
them for payment at another. 


Sign Slips; Get Money. 
At three windows the slips were filled out 


and at two the payments were made. In this 
way the satisfaction of the depositors hegan 


and progressed slowly, about one depositor | 


being paid to the minute. 

H. 8. Bofrardt, 1705 Humboldt avenue, was 
the first depositor to be paid. He drew $350 
in gold pleces and walked out with a smile ou 
his lips. 

After 12 o’clock the excitement began to 
abate. The thousands still in line saw the 
uninterrupted.departure of depositors who 
had been paid their money, and encourage- 
ment began to gain on despair. In the course 
of another hour the mob had become merely 
a gathering of patient applicants. Neighbors 
in the press began to get acquainted and to 
exchange financial experiences. 

At 8 o’clock Mr. Bosworth ordered the 
doors closed. The police slowly pushed the 
gates shut and bolted them in the face ofa 
throng which showed no diminution in num- 
bers since the noon hour. The lobby was 
left filled with people who had been so for- 
tunate as to crowd.in before the close of 
banking hours, and these depositors were 
paid, the last one receiving his money a few 
minutes after 5 o’clock. 


Scenes in Bank’s Offices. 


Within the lofty marble hall which forms | 


the home of the national bank there was a 
different scene. Out in the corner lobby the 
common throng was sweating over the prob- 
lems of petty finance, but here beneath the 
marble: pilasters and the historic frescoes 
the great financiers of the city’ and of the 
national government were dealing with high 
finance. 

National Bank Examiner Bosworth, now 
appointed president of the institution by 
the clearing house committee, was omni- 
present. Now he was closeted with Mr. 
Walsh in the velvet carpeted office, now he 
was meeting with the newédirectors, and 
now he might be seen poring over hedgers, 
and earnestly questioning bookkeepers and 
tellers. When questioned he only answered 
that he had ‘no statement for the public. 

John R. Walsh himself was in and out of 
the corner office, most of the time with his 
Wercoat on and his hat in hand, as it he 
were on the pofnt of departing. Mr. Walsh 
looked anything but crushed or even fallen 
from high plage. His. face was the same 
impenetrable mask of his thoughts that it 
ever has been, his eyes as ‘unperturbed, his 
carriage as firm and defiant. It was bruited 
about in the gathering that he had broken 
down and wept while conversing in private 
with Maurite Rosenfeld, one of the direc- 


tors. . 
Walsh Sees Only Friends. 


But for those who saw the stern old man 
moving about from friend to friend it was 
easier to believe that he could not have wept 
had he so willed. He talked to the bankers 
and to Senator Hopkins, who called for afew 
minutes, but to those seeking information for 
the public he had only the one reply through 
his secretary: 

“TI refuse absolutely to talk to newspaper 
. Fred Blount, who within the hour had re- 
signed as vice president of the bank, was 
another central figure in the marbie hall. ‘He 
sat at his desk most of the time talking with 
various. friends and avidly devouring every 
edition of the newspapers upon which he 
could lay hands. Toward noon Blount was 
approached by a young man, James Russell, 
son of the late Martin J. Russell, who 
for years managed Walsh's. organ, the 
Chronicle, | 


Blount in W Quarrel. 


The young men and the ex-vice president 
held a wh red conversation for several 
minutes, Russell apparently growing angrier 
with every sentence. Finally ll drew 
back suddenly and exclaimed: eo 

* Blount, you and Walsh are robbers, and 
you know it, You have tied up my mother’s 
estate. Tou have robbed her.“ 

“Why, what do you mean, you cur,” cried 
Blount, his face Hvid with rage. 

“I mean what I said, you ——,” shouted 
Russell. 

At this juncture a bank guard who was 
standing near Blount leaped forward and hit 
Russell a stinging blow in tne face, breaking 
his eyeglasses and flooring him. When he

CRIMINAL LAWS 


ARE EXAMINED. 


Authorities Inquire Into J. R. 
Walsh's Apparent Deflance 
of the Statutes. 


STATE OFFICIALS ACTIVE. 


It will be for United States District Attor- 
ney Morrison to decide first whether criminal 
action shall be brought against John R. 
Walsh. Controller Ridgely and Bank Ex- 
aminer Bosworth have completed that part 
of their work which pertains to investigation 
and a statement of their findings will be given 
to Mr. Morrison. It is for him to decide if 
the case shall be laid before the federal grand 
jury, now sitting. 

Both Mr. Morrison and Mr. Ridgely de- 
clined to discuss the possibility of such action 
last night, although the former said that 
nothing. had been communicated to him as 
yet by the federal bank examiners, 

The controller said that any discussion 
might be a revelation of evidence which 
could not be made public. He added that the 
federal examiners had completed their work. 


State Also’ May Act. 

In addition the state authorities have juris- 

diction over the Home Savings bank, as a 
state institution and the report of the state 
bank examiners will be made to Auditor 
James 8. McCullough and to Attorney Gen- 
eral W. H. Stead. Proceedings may be insti- 
tuted by the latter, 
State’s Attorney Healy may act indepen- 
dently of both the attorney general and the 
district attorney and lay the case before the 
Cook county grand jury. 

Mr. Healy said he would not act until c---- 
plaint had been made to him and that he was 
not undertaking an investigation, asserting 
that he had no way of ascertaining the facts 
until the bank examiners had completed 
their work. 

Hint in Ridgely’s Statement. 


Mr. Ridgely’ s official statement of the man- 
ner in which: the investigation was begun 


and of its disclosures contains a hint at a 
* 


possible line of action. 

„The controller's office, he announced in 
a formal statement, “has been endeavor- 
ing for some time to make an examination 
of the Chicago National bank simultaneously 
with an examination of the state institutions 
by the state bank examiner, but was not 
able to bring this about until a few days 
ago.” 

The statement has been construed to mean 
that it was impossible to ascertain theassets 
and liabilities until an examination of both 
the Walsh institutions was made at the same 
time and that then their insolvency became 
apparent. 

Provision of Federal Statute. 

A federal statute applying to such cases 
proposes a penalty of from five to ten years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for any 
official or agent of a national banking asso- 
ciation who “ embezzles, abstracts, or will- 
fully misapplies any of the moneys, funds, 
or credits of the association, or who, with- 
out authority from the directors, issues or 
puts in circulation any of the notes of the 
association, or who without such authority 
issues or puts forth any certificate of de- 
posit, -draws any order or bill of exchange, 
makes any acceptance, or assigns any note, 
bond, draft, bill of exchange, mortgage, 
judgment, or decree, or who makes any 
false entry in any book, report, or statement 
of the association with intent in either case 
to injure or defraud the association or any 
other company, body politic or corporation, 
or any individual persona, or to deceive any 
officer of the association or any agent ap- 
pointed to examine the affairs of any such 


institution.“ f 


Although action may be brought in the 
federal courts based on this section of the 


| federal statute, it has been heid that falsifi- 


cation of the books to deceive the controller 
of the currency did not fall within the pro- 
hibitions of the statute because he was not 
an “agent appointed to examine the affairs 
of any institution.” 

The federal statute prohibiting the loan 
to any one corporation, association, or in- 
dividual of an amount equal to more than 
one-tenth of the capital of a national bank- 
ing association applies, but it does not carry 
any pemalty which might be sought in a crim- 
mal action. It makes the directors Mable 
for the illegal loan. 5 

i Provisions of State Laws. 

In the state banking laws under which At- 
torney General Stead is expected to proceed 
there is an act which applies directly, it is 
sald, to the case of Waish’s state bank, the 
Home Savings. This is as follows: 

It shall not be lawful for any savings bank 
to loan any yr ged. or trust fund to any officer 


7 


such deposit or trust fund shail be deemed 
guilty of having obtained the same under 
false pretenses and shall be punished there- 
tor according to law.“ 

The converting of money, bonds, etc., to 
private use by any banker or broker is made 
the equivalent of larceny by the Illinois law, 
and the penalty is the same as provided in 
such cases. 

Imprisonment of not less than one, or more 
than three, years is provided for the offense 
of receiving deposits after knowledge that 
the ‘bank is insolvent, but action under this 
law is considered less practicable than under 
others which cover the case, for the reason 
that, although the fact that deposits were 
made good by outside agencies, does not re- 
lieve the banker from criminal liability, it be- 
comes an impracticable act to enforce when 
no loss can be established. 

“The whole theory and practice of bank- 
ing laws,“ said a prominent attorney, “is 
to prevent, among other abuses, the use of a 
bank's deposits by the banker in his own 
private operations and speculations.”’ 


Reports to Auditor McCullough. 


Chief Clerk Eubanks from Auditor Mo- 
Cullough’s office went to Springfield in the 
afternoon, and last night made a verbal 
report to the auditor. State Bank Examin- 
er Jones reported over the telephone, but, 


line of conditions, Mr. McCullough said no 
action had been decided on. 

It the facts call for action by the attor- 
ney general,” Mr. McCullough said in Spring- 
field, ‘‘ the case will be laid before Mr. Stead. 
I have talked with Mr. Eubanks, but I have 
not been informed as to the specific violation 
of Illinois banking laws.“ 

The state authorities came into the case at 
the solicitation of Bank Examiner Charles 
H. Bosworth. Mr. Bosworth had been presi- 
dent of the Indiana Southern, Walsh's prin- 
cipal railroad property. 


Examiner Former Walsh Employe. 


An interesting story was told after he had 
been placed in charge of the bank to the ef- 
fect that he and the banker had disagreed 
and that the latter had discharged him from 
the railroad position. | 

Bosworth afterward was appointed a fed- 
eral bank examiner under Controller Ridgely. 
It is said that his knowledge of Walsh's 
banking methods directed him to take the 
Chicago National under scrutiny, and that 
his insight led him to ask the controller to 
request state operation. 

Mr. Ridgely, in his formal statement, said 
that for some time the federal officials had 
been criticising the condition of the Chicago 
Natiofial, and had secured a promise from 
the banker that he would reduce the amount 
of the loans to his own corporations. These 
promises had not been fulfilled when the state 
was requested to send bank examiners to co- 
operate with the federal government. 

This was done the middle of last week, and 
on Friday Mr. Bosworth had made discov- 
erles which caused him to telegraph for the 
controller. Mr. Ridgely took the next train 
for Chicago, and on Saturday had laid before 
him the result of the joint investigation of the 
state and federal officers, disclosing a state 
of insolvency which the independent exami- 
nations made by Bosworth had not been able 
to reveal. 

This was followed by the calling of the 
clearing house committee and the other de- 
velopments.

Forced to Build New Road. 

The building of the Chicago Southern was 
forced upon Mr. Walsh through the action of 
the Hastern Illinois, after that road was pur- 

by the Rock Island-Frisco system. 
For an outlet for its Indiana coal fields into 
the Chicago market the Southern Indiana 
was dependent upon the Hastern Illinois. 
For an outlet for the stone from the Bedford 
quarries it was dependent on the Monon 
and Eastern Hlinols. After the purchase of 
the Eastern Illinois by the Rock Island, that 
road was no longer anxious to get the coal 
business of the Seuthern Indlana, having 
coal fields of its own, and without breaking 
its traffic agreement it is said that the com- 
pany put so many obstacles in the way of 
the Walsh coal cars that it was impossible 
for them to be delivered promptly, thereby 
losing Mr. Walsh much business. 

This action of the Rock Island forced Walsh 
to seek another outlet, and he finally was 
compelled to build his own line through a 
teritory where construction was extremely 
expensive, owing to the high price of land. 
This line, which is now building, parallels the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois practically all 
the way from Terre Haute to Chicago. It 
will 2 cost when completed over $50,000 
a mile. 


Lines of the Southern Indiana. 

The main line of the Southern Indiana is 
from Terre Haute to Seymour, first in a 
southeasterly direction through the ‘coal 
fields to Elnora, and thence eastward through 
Bedford to Seymour, a total of 121 miles. 
There is a branch, twenty-six miles long, 
from Seymour to Westport; a branch from 
Sullivan to Blackhawk, seventeen miles long; 
two branches, ten miles each, from Shady 
Grove to Sullivan junction, and from Latta 
to Glendora, and a five mile branch from 
Coalmont to Keystone. All of these latter 
branches are lines running into the toal 
fields owned by the company. 

The road also operates under lease the 
Vandalia line, from Mainistreet to the Union 


line, from Bedford to Oolitic: The Southern 
Indiana Coal company, which operates the 
coal mines along the line of the road, is owned 
by the railroad company. Practically the en- 
tire issue of $11,000,000 of Southern Indiana 
stock is said to be owned by Walsh.

Walsh is interested in other ratiroad prop- 
erties. He controls the Illinois Southern, 
operating from Salem, III., to Bismarck, a 
distance of 122 miles, with branches from 
Missouri junction to Chester and from Rose- 
borough to Sparta. This road trackage 
rights over the Illinois Central from Branch 
to Central junction, and was formerly known 
as the Centralia and Chester road before 
Walsh bought it in 1900. He is also heavily 
interested in the Litchfleld and Madison line, 
fifty-three miles long, running from Litch- 
field, III., to Bridge junction.

DECIDE TO AID WALSH. 


Clearing House Committee Goes 
Through Greatest Endur- 
ance Test. 


Twenty bank presidents, whose institu- 
tional capita! and private wealth a conserva- 
tive estimate places at $200,000,000, remained 
during the long hours from 8 o'clock Sunday 
night until 5:40 Monday morning in the cor 
respondent's room on the third floor of the 
First National bank. 

They had hurriedly been called from their 
homes, their eluos, their religious duties, and 
their pleasures. They had left their families 

-with white faces and troubled minds. Some 
came in evening dress, others in knockabout 
tweeds, and othersin quiet morning costume, 
They came in private carriages and cabs, 
and as they descended from the conveyances 
at the bank entrance in Monroe street they 
told their drivers to walt. The cabbies did 
not wait long. Ina few moments they were 
instructed to drive away. Their services 
were not needed until ten hours later. 

Until 8 o'clock Monday morning the fate 
of the three banking institutions of John R. 
Walsh hung in the balance. 


‘Fate of Vast Interests at Stake. 

The financial honor of Chicago, the fate of 
many of its banking and commercial in- 
stitutions, the general prosperity of the city, 
the holiday trade, the future of transporta- 
tion utilities, the integrity of millions of 
dauollars in sto¢ks and bonds depended on the 

- action that these twenty bank presidents 
would take. 

From time to time lesser officials of Chi- 
cago’s twenty leading banks entered until 
the number of men present was swelled to 
fifty. There was no confusion. Stenogra- 
phers, and bookkeepers, and attorneys all 


worked together in that room. Some of the. 


older bankers lay down on long mahogany 
settees and went to sleep. 

In another room were the directors of the 
Chicago National bank, the Home Savings 
bank, and the Equitable Trust company, with 
John R. Walsh, their white haired chief. 

In still another apartment on this third 
floor of the First National bank, where Chi- 
cago financial history was making, were the 
clearing house committee—the financial 
pilots who were expected to bring safely into 
port through storm and hidden reefs Chi- 
eago’s banking institutions. 


Severe Endurance Test. 

This clearing house committee showed a 
physical and mental endurance that trained 
athletes would not have displayed. Men used 
to regular hours, to working at their desks, 
to confinement in narrow office quarters la- 
bored under the greatest mental strain that 
imagination can concéive from 2 o’clock Sat- 
urday until after 6 o’clock Monday morning. 
There was an interval of rest for them bat- 
urday night—a rest in which they could not 
sieep. But from 9 a. m. Sunday until ad- 
journment Monday morning there was not an 
dle moment for these men of iron wills. 

‘What follows is taken from the mental 
notebook of a man who watched every min- 
ute of the vigil, and when it was all over 

‘quietly went to his club, took a plunge bata, 
and an hour later was reading the various

The condition of the Walsh banks was not, 
as may be supposed, known to more than half 
@ dozen of the financial pillars of Chicago 
aside from the affected banks and the clear- 
ing heuse committee. It was news to Chi- 
cago’s bankers, generally speaking, until 
they were notified Sunday afternoon of a 
meeting of the clearing house committee. 


Discovered by Bank Examiner. 

A. week ago last Friday the national and 
state banking examiners, working together, 
realized that fhe instability of the John 
R. Walsh institutions demanded radical ac- 
tion. Controller Ridgely, in response to a 
telegram from National Bank Examiner 
Bosworth, arrived. Saturday afternoon at 
2 o'clock, just after banking hours, the clear- 
ing house committee was called together in 
the innermost office of President James B. 
Forgan of the First National bank. 

John R. Walsh and Fred M. Blount.were 
present. In the terse language of one of 
the clearing house committee: 

“They made a clean breast of it and gave 
us a list of their stuff.“ 

Mr. Walsh gave evidence of worry and 
sleepless nights, but his nerve was good. 
By nis words and manmer he gave evidence 
that he had viewed the situation from every 
‘point and was resigned to the inevitable. 
There was none of the usual deflance in his 
manner. All the fight was gone out of him. 

Mr. Walsh admitted that he had made 
investments that had turned out badly. He 
insisted, however, that his securities were 
worth their face value. 


Term; Given to Mr. Walsh. 

“This is no time to temporize,” said Mr. 
Ridgely. ‘‘ Mr. Walsh, unless you can make 
good this capital and these securities by 
Monday morning your bank will be closed.“ 

“TI know that,” answered Mr. Walsh 
simply. 

The committee worked the remainder of 
the afternoon, assisted part of the time by 
Mr. Walsh and Mr. Blount, in an effort to 
ascertain an approximate value of the bank’s 
assets. The work was continued until nearly 
® o'clock Saturday evening, with a brief in- 
terval for dinner. Then adjournment was 


taken.

The twenty bank presidents all were as- 
sembled a little after 8 o’clock. Their com- 
bined capital was $39,000,000. This, however, 
was but a small proportion of the aggregate 
wealth. 

Mr. Forgan States Situation. 

James B. Forgan, as soon as all the bankers 
had assembled in what is known as the 
“country correspondents’ room,” a large 
apartment filled with easy chairs and several 
tables, a short distance down the hall from 
the other two rooms where the situation was 
being discussed, came in and made a report. 
It was 9 o’cock. 

His statement gave a Ust of securities of 
some twenty enterprises that Mr. Walsh was 
interested in, with the value of each as com- 
puted first by Mr. Walsh and then by the 
clearing house committee. . 

We are called here,” said Mr. Forgan, 
in even tones, to discuss the possibility and 
the advisability of relieving the Chicago Na- 
tional and the Home Savings banks and the 
Equitable Trust company. The clearing 
house committee has gone over the list of se- 
curities carefully and this is our report.” 

Mr. Forgan then went into the situation 
more fully, his explanation being about the 
same that afterwards was made to the pub- 
lic through the newspapers. 

The announcement was received with no 
excitement. The assembled bankers, or those 
of them who were not apprised of the situa- 
tion, had made themselves masters of the 
essential details a few moments after their 
arrival and already had begun to discuss it 
when Mr. Forgan appeared. 


Walsh People in Next Room. 

Mr. Walsh and his officers were in the 
directors’ room of the bank, a large apart- 
ment with twenty-two mahogany chairs and 
on the walls pictures of all the men who have 
been presidents of the First National bank. 
Their room adjoined that in which the clear- 
ing house committee was holding its ses- 
sion. n 

Mr. Walsh was as calm as anyone in his 
party. John M. Smyth was the most nerv- 
ous of the directors. Fred Blount was run- 
ning about a good deal of the time, also. 

None of the directors of the tottering 
banking institutions were in the “ corre- 
spondents’ room” when Mr. Forgan ap- 
peared. 

Several of the bankers asked Mr. Forgan, 
simultaneously: 

What do you suggest? 
‘want us to do? 

“We are no nearer a solution of the prob- 
lem now than we were at 9 o'clock this 
morning.“ Mr. Forgan answered. After a 
little more talk he went out. i 


Opinions of the Bankers. 

From that hour until 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the bankers discussed the situation in- 
formally. For the first few hours none of 
them was in favor of helping out Walsh. 
Arguments were heard like these in various 

ups: 

“If we put our money in we'll never see 
it again. What's the use of sending good 
money after bad.“ 

“The only thing is to save the financial 
integrity of the city.“ 

“A run on Walsh's nk will be followed 
by a run on every other in Chicago. We 
have got to convince the people that we 
are sound or there will be a general panic.” 

He is a plucky old man,” said one, re- 
ferring to Mr. Walsh, and unless we help 
him he may have further troubles.” 

The Dreyer case was spoken of during the 
evening. 

From time to time some member of the 
clearing house committee, generally Mr. 
Forgan or E. A. Hamfll, would argue that 
the only way out of the difficulty was for the 
associated bankers to guarantee the Walsh 
securities. 

“The thing is bound to become public 
property in any event,” was the argument 
in reply to one of the most effective ones 
advanced by Mr. Forgan and Mr. Hamill. 
We might as well hang on to our money. 
We may need it.” 

Up to 8 o'clock a. m. it looked as if the 
bankers would not go to Mr. Walsh's rescue, 
and his banks would have to close their doors. 


Agreement Reached Finally. 

Byron L. Smith, president of the clearing 
house, came in at 8, o'clock and said that 
Walsh, John M. Smyfh, and Maurice Rosen- 
feld had agreed to furn over to the bank all 
of their private property, amounting to over 
$8,000,000. The clearing house committee 
recommended that this tender be accepted. 

“With careful handling,” said another of 
the clearing house committee, and proper 
liquidation, all the banks will get back their 
money. No one will lose anything, and Chi- 
cago’s honor will be preserved.“ 

The bankers who had gone to sleep were 
awakened, and there was a short but ani- 
mated discussion, in which every one took 
part. At the end some one made a motion 
that the proposition of the three men to turn 
over their securities be accepted, and the 
assembled bankers, with Mr. Smith acting 
as chairman, adopted the motion without 
any manifested opposition. 

The attorneys then prepared an agreement 
for each banker to sign, in which he agreed 
to be responsible for a percentage of the lia- 
pa of the cee This per- 

tage was based on the aggregate of $25,- 
000,000, and it was figured that it would not 
in any case exceed 8 per cent. 

It took from 3 o'clock to 5:40 a. m. to get 
these agreements in shape and signed. 

At 8 o'clock it was decided also to give 
out an official statement to the press 
through a news bureau. There was some

dollar. 

There are subordinate officers in the bureau 
of the Kontroller of the currency who have 
an extremely lively.memory of the troublous 
times from 1901 to 1904. James H. Eckels was 
then controller of the currency. Banks were 
falling day by day, not merely in Chicago but 
all over the country. It was a genuine run- 
ning sore which affected the body politic, and 
no one knew where it was liable to break out 
anew. 

There is absolutely nothing like this within 
the view of the government officials today. 
There has not been a bank failure in years 
which was precipitated by general disastrous 
commercial conditions. 

Mr. Dougherty, in Peoria, was involved in 
financial difficulties, and he dragged down 
the bank with him. That Peoria bank is to- 
day probably solvent, and the chances are 
that it will pay every creditor dollar for 
dollar, and the stockholders will probably 
get back most of their investment and possi- 
bly all of it. 


No Suspicion of Unsoundness. 

In Allegheny a national bank was broken 
badly through its affiliations with the disrep- 
utable ring of Pennsylvania politicians. 

The Chicago National bank seems to have 
failed for the time being because it used too 
much of its surplus funds to float the enter- 
prises of Jahn R. Walsh. 

In no one of these thrge recent national 
bank failures, it is pointed out by financial 
experts, has there been even a suspicion of 
unsound commercial conditions in the viein- 
ity. Peoria, Allegheny, and Chicago, it is 


shown, are undeniably prosperous, and none. 


of the other banks in any one of those three 
places has been affected disastrously by the 
failure of a single institution. * 


When the first news was received from Chi- 


cago today, it was misunderstood. The re- 
port gained currency that three separate 
banks had falled at the same time, and nat- 
urally enough the people in congress and in 


the executive departments thought Chicago 


was about to reproduce the conditions which 
opened up the panic of 1893. 


Reassured by Secretary Shaw. 

The general public did not understand that 
all three of these institutions were under 
the same control but Secretary Shaw and his 
associates were fully aware of the situation 
and inquiries at the treasury department 
personally and by wire were all responded 
to with the assurance that the federal gov- 
ernment was satisfied that failures in Chi- 
cago were sporadic and that there was no 
possible danger in its spreading to other 
banks, cither in Chicago or outside. 

The current treasury statement is a good 
one. The deficit is becoming smaller. There 
is plenty of money throughout the country 
for legitimate operations. There has been a 
stock gambling shortage in Wall street, but 
that is much too common to cause anxiety. 

Secretary Shaw has from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000;000 which can be put into the money 
market at any time to relieve a legitimate 
stringency. He is not a man who is pound 
down by precedents and he is quite capable 
of blazing a trail for himself. If he thought 
there was any danger of a panic at Chicago 
he would not hesitate to deposit all his avail. 
able surplus in strong Chicago banks, so ‘as 
ko furnish an undeniable oversupply of 
money in that vicinity and check all panicky 
tendencies. 


Wall Street Hardly Shaken. 

Fortunately for the country as well as for 
Chicago, the failure of the Walsh banks only 
has demonstrated the substantial foundation 
of the prosperity with which the country has 
been blessed for the last six or seven years. 
There was a slight shading off in the stock 
market in New York, and there was an hour 
or two here today when even the government 
Officials were frightened a little bit. 


Later on Wall street recovered its po'se

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POLITICAL POWER IS LOST 
TO WALSH BY HIS FAILURE. 


Now Will Be Unable to Carry on His 
Fight Against the Deneen Organi- 
zation in Cook County. 


The litical smashup caused by the in- 
solvency ot the Walsh banks is almost as 
@redt as the financial. The political con- 
sequences may be of longer life than the 
monetary. 

John R. Walsh, as a political boss in both 
republican. and democratic parties, has lost 
his power: Under the best conditions he and 
Fred M. Biount, John M. Smyth, and others 
of the Lorimer-Blount-Walsh persuasion in 
reptiblican. and democratic politics, will be 
so busy tending to the needs of their private 
affairs that they are not to be counted on as 
extremely active political workers. 

This comes just as a time when the Walsh- 
Blount financial-political syndicate had pre- 
pared to do the most unkind things to the 
Deneen organization in Cook county. Walsh 
was on the point of carrying on the war 
against Gov. Deneen in more vigorous efforts. 

Some of the members of the Deneen or- 

: tlon had financial connections with 

ſount and Walsh, which rendered them 
susceptible to gentle pressure, and Blount 
wap able to make himself felt as an influence 
in the state organization by pressure on men 
friendly to Deneen. 


Senatorial Plans Are Damaged. 


The senatorial contest offered the best op- 
portunity for this war against the Deneen 
combination, and both Blount and Walsh 
had promised to put Deneen out of business 
in case Ydtes became a candidate and the 
governor. supported him. 

They proposed to beat him by carrying 
Chicago solidly not only for Cullom but 
by securing the delegates to the next county 
convention and making a county ticket, in 
the selection of which Deneen would have lit- 
tle to say. 

‘With both Walsh and Blount politics helped 
finance and finance helped politics. With 
one ot the two less gone the financial politi- 
cal arrangement limps badly. 

Itris figured that in cage Blount could keep 
his personal hold on west side sections he 
will not. have the time to devote to politics. 
Both he and Smyth were involved as direc- 
tors: in the financial consequénces of the 
Walsh insolvency. 

'-Blount; Long Had Been Uneasy.“ 
Blount has been one of Lorimer’s un- 
easy Supporters. Lorimer’s friends and co- 
workers. have ‘not been able to get along 
in thé @reatest of harmony, and Blount was 
one of the men who could not stand for oth-

There being 
no love lost among these politicians, there 
are apt to be plenty of hands ready to give 
Biount’a shove even in the Lorimer wing of 
the party. 

Friends of Yates regard the collapse of 
Walsh and Blount as beneficial to the Yates 
‘candidacy. The outcome of Walsh’s finan- 
cial and political stratagems gives the for- 
mer governor a new subdivision in the speech 
he is preparing against Lorimer, his mas- 
ters and its subordinates.

Remove Funds from Walsh’s Care. 


Shortly after Gov. Deneen’s election State 
Treasurer Len Small removed the state 
funds, amounting to several million dollars, 
from the Walsh banks, where they had lain 
with the acquiescence previous adminis- 
trations. Similar action was taken by the 
west park board through Alonzo Wygant, 
who succeeded Fred M. Blount as treasurer. 
Lincoln park funds have not been in the 
Chicago National bank since that board was 
„ reformed several years ago. 

To Mr. Blount, republican leader and vice 
president of the Chicago National, is largely 
due Walsh's success in landing these public 
accounts. Blount started out in life as a 
messenger for the Merchantg Loan and 
Trust company, and at the inception of the 
Chicago National went to that instittuion as 
a receiving teller. From that post he 
worked up to be cashier and finally director 
and vice president. 

His rise was marked by incrqasing political 
activity, which brought him high in the 
ranks of the party and enabled him to swing 
the deposits of republican administrations 
to his bank. He also secured the treasurer- 
ship of the sanitary district and the west 
park board. Walsh, in the meantime, has 
pulled similar wires in succeeding demo- 
cratic administrations. 


Failure Alarms Public Officials. 


News of the failure caused a considerable 
flurry among public officials, and brought 
many of them on a run to the directors’ room 
of the Chicago National bank, where tempo- 
rary President Charles H. Bosworth met 
them with the reassurance that their funds 
were absolutely safe.“ 

Assistant County Treasurer Walter E. 
Schmidt was one of the first to start an in- 
vestigation. 

The county has about $2,300,000 on de- 
posit in the two institutions,“ he said. ‘‘ Of 
this amount. about $1,397,000 is held for the 
Sanitary district to pay for the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad land on the river which was con- 
demned by the drainage board. 

“The balance is being checked out dally, 
and at our present rate of expenditure will 
be all gone before Saturday. I was assured 
by Mr. Blount and by Mr. Goddard, presi- 
dent of the Fort Dearborn National, one of 
the banks on Mr. Hanberg's bond, that the 
county deposits would be paid in full. We 
therefore are feeling no uneasiness.”’ 


Deposits of the City Are Safe. 


City Treasurer Blocki explained to al! 
comers in the afternoon the city would not 
lose a cent by the closing of the Walsh banks. 
What was of more interest to the city hall 
‘ employés, he assured them there would be no 
delay in the payment of their December gal- 
artes before Christmas. It is possible, how- 
ever, Mr. Blocki may lose a month's interest 
or $2,500,000, which, at 1% per cent, would 
amount to $3.125. 

Mr. Block! had no trouble in getting money 
for the December pay rolls, checks drawn by 
him against the Chicago National and Equi- 
table Trust companies to the amount of 
$300,000 being honored by the other banks. 
So far as the deposits of the city go, the 
municipality is safe beyond any question. 

Mayor Dunne had no personal funds in the 
banks, but is trustee of the Richard Prender- 
gast estate, of which about $21,000 is on de- 
posit in the banks. The mayor communi- 
cated with the attorneys of the estate to see 
that the money 4s protected. 


Looks After Drainage Funds. 
President R. R. McCormick of the drain- 
age board spent a strenuous day in an ex- 
amination of the situation with respect to 
the $1,571,861 which Treasurer Blount had 
placed in the three defunct banks. He, too 
finally expressed himself as reassured, but 
did not deny the report that the trustees at 
their meeting tomorrow night might take 
steps to withdraw the funds of the district 
and select a successor to Treasurer Blount. 
President H. A. Haugan of the State bank 

has been mentioned for that place. 


Reveals Strange Park Board Situation. 

The collapse brought to light the extraor- 
dinary situation in the south park system 
of which Walsh has been the treasurer for 
the last thirteen years. Although the posi- 
tion has given him complete eontrol of the 
millions annually pouring into the coffers 
of the south park board, yet at no time has 
his bond amounted to over $500,000.

‘Ending of Club Not a Surprise. 
The decision of the stockholders was not 
a surprise. It is attributed directly to the 
action of Mayor Harrison a year ago in 
prohibiting gambling at the tracks. The 
club was primarily a racing club, and racing

The mayor as¢erted that the company has 
been manufacturing gas since the year 1895 
and selling it at not less than $1, without 
paying any compensation to the city. The 
company has the largest single gas manu- 
facturing plant in the city and is said to man- 
ufacture from 7,000,000 to 10,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas per day, being about one-fourth 
of all the gas consumed in the entire city. 
The compensation due the city on this output, 
the mayor had been informed, exceeds $1,000 
a day, no part of which the company has 


paid. 
Subterfuge Is Charged. 

“TIT am advised by counsel,’ the message 
continued, that for the purpose of depriving 
the city of these large sums the Universal 
Gas company has entered into an agreement 
with the People's Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany, by the terms of which the Universal 
company sells practically all its gas to the 
People’s company for less than 90 cents, and 
the People's company in turn sells its gas to 
consumers at $1. The Universal company 
claims that having sold its gas at less than 
90 cents, it is not obliged, under the terms of 
said ordinance, to pay anything tothe city. 

“The fact that the People’s company is 
now practically the owner of the Universal 
company shows that the above arrangement 
is a mere subterfuge for the purpose of evad- 
ing the payment of the compensation to the 
city under the terms of the Universal com- 
pany's ordinance. 

“I therefore recommend that the at- 
tached ordinance be passed directing the 
corporation counsel to institute suits for the 
purpose of férfeiting the rights granted to the 
Univérsal Gas company by sald ordinance 
and for an accounting against said company 
and for recovering for the benefit of the eit 
the entire plant of said Universa) Gas com- 


Telephone Offer Referred. 

Mayor Dunne transmitted to the council 
the letter he had received from the telephone 
company proposing a reduction in rates if a 
new franchise were granted it, and Ald, 
Kohout moved it be referred to a special 
committee gf five to be named by the mayor. 
On a strong viva voce vote, however, the 
council sent it to the committee on gas. 

Ald. Jones introduced an ordinance provid- 
ing for a double platoon system in the fire 
department, which was sent to the fire and 
water committee. 

Ald. McCormick 1211 had the operation of 
the “ wide tire ordinance” postponed until 
the committee having the substitute ordi- 
nance under consideration is able to report. 

An ordinance creating a prohibition district 
in the Twentieth ward was sent to the license 
committee..

ULTIMATUM BY CITY RAILWAY. 


Company Says It Will Reject Franchise 
Ordinance if Council Amends 
It Materially. 


The Chicago City railway company sent 
a communication to the council last night, 
stating in as many words it would not accept 
the franchise ordinance agreed on by the 
local transportation committee if it was 
amended materially by the main body. The 
letter read: 

In view of the fact that the pending ordinance, in 
regard to the street railways of the Chicago City 
railway company, requires that the company 
should assent to it and become bound by its pro- 
visions as a. contract, it is perhaps due to your 
honorable body that the company, as one of the 
parties to such proposed contract, make known its 
position in advance of action upon the same in the 
council. 

The company, for the purpose of determining 
what it was possible for it to do under the condi- 
tions imposed by the proposed ordinance, secured 
the services of the well known street railway ex- 
perts, Messrs. Ford, Bacon & Davis of New York, 
who have. now completed a most thorough and 
comprehensive investigation of the property, and 
the conclusion arrived at, resulting from such in- 
vyestige*'on, bas been that the company could not 
under any cit ake greater concessions 
or assume greater obligations than those now re- 
quired by the terms of the pending ordinance. 

I beg leave, therefore, on behalf of the company, 
to say that the company could not accept the ordi- 
nance if the terms and conditions imposed upon the 
company are made more onerous or burdensome 
‘than those contained in the ordinance as it now 
stands.

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SHANGHAT RIOTS. 


Chinese Coolies Tear Up Town 
in Anti-American Dem- 
onstration. 


WARSHIPS TO THE RESCUE 


German Diplomat Hurt; 
Uprising Feared. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
SHANGHAI, Dec. 18.—Twenty Chinamen 
were killed, a United States vice consul was 
injured, the German consul was stoned, and 
several other foreigners sustained broken 
heads in a riot started by coolies incensed 


regarding the anti-American boycott today. 
A mob of several thousand angry laborers 
took possession of the streets early this 
morning. ‘Down with the Whites,“ was 
the cry. Every American or European pe- 
destrian was assaulted. Carriages and mo- 
tor cars.were smashed, stores were looted, 
two police stations were burned, a barroom 
was wrecked, and business was paralyzed. 


Put Down Riot in Blood. 

The local police, American and European 
sailors, and foreign volunteers cojperated in 
quelling the disturbance. A detachment of 
rioters gathered about the town hall, refused 
to disperse, and were fired upon. Another 
brush occurred on the Shanking road, which 
bisects the central district of the foreign set- 
tlement. The number of Chinese wounded 
is unknown, There were few casualties 
among the Europeans and Americans. 

It was not until the Brjtish warships in the 
harbor ‘were cleared for action and the guns 
trained upon the city that the rioters were 
intimidated. Late this afternoon the streets 
are deserted except for the armed patrols, 
which are everywhere. The entire town is 
under martial law. The foreigners all are 
arming. 


American Warships En Route. 

American Consul General Rodgers has ap- 
pealed for aid and two cruisers have been 
ordered by Washington to sail for this port 
with all possible speed. The Baltimore is 
expected to arrive some time tonight. 

Threatenings by the Chinese were renewed 
last night, but it does not seem likely that 
any attempt will bé made to put them into 
effect owing to the strength of the landing 
parties, while the promised arrival of naval 
reinforcements today is regarded as preclud- 
ing the recurrence of disorders. 

The consular body will protest to the Chi- 
nese officials and demand the immediate re- 
opening of the mixed court and the arrest of 
the leading agitators. 

A significant feature of the outbreak was 
that the Japanese were unmolested, while in 
certain cases they seemed to fraternize with 
the mob. It is evident that the government 
at Tokio must warn Peking against a con- 
tinuance of the anti-foreign movement and 
restrain any of its own subjects who may 
be injudiciously advising the Chinese. 


Fear a General Uprising. 

A feeling of general hostility like that 
which preceded the boxer uprising of 1900 
prevails. It is feared that it may become 
a serious outbreak at any hour and that it 
may spread to other citiés and become gen- 
eral. The foreign residents of Chefoo are 
alarmed. The police authorities there are 
prepared to prevent a possible demonstra- 
tion. 


BALFOUR OUT FOR FREE TRADE. 


Former British Premier Says Fiscal 
Union with Colonies Does Not 
Argue for Protection. 


LEEDS, England, Dec. 18.—Arthur J. Bal- 
four, the former premier, addressed 5,000 
persons at the Coliseum here tonight, de- 
voting his speech almost exclusively toa dis- 
cussion of the fiscal policy on which the 
unionists would conduct the campaign. 

He said he did not wish to augment the 
diuerences within his party over the ques- 
tion. He admitted the existence of such 
differences, but said that protection as 
@eainst free trade had been a subject of 
dispute inside the conservative party prior 
to and since he was born. The scheme of 
retaliation and of colonial preference out- 
lined in hia previous speeches, he said, in no- 
wise prejudged the question. 

Protection may be right or it may ve 
wrong,” said Mr. Balfour. but I belong to 
that section of your party which is for free 
trade and which is not for protection.“ 

Retaliation for dumping and a fiscal 
union with the colonies, he continued, were 
absolutely consistent with free trade, and 
not less consistent with the views of those 
who would like to see the country return to 
the policy of the United States and other 
countries. 

If tariffs were to be settled by negotiation, 
the negotiators must havethe power to make 
counter propositions, and each case must be 
treated on its merits. A general tari: might 
be a good starting point, but a general tariff 
constructed on protectionist lines was alto- 
gether outside the scope of the fiscal reform 
which Mr. Balfour was proposing for accept- 
ance by the unionist electors. 


WOULD-BE ASSASSINS TO DIE. 


Belgian and Three Others Sentenced for 
Attempt on Life of Sultan of 
Turkey. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 18.—Edward 
Joris, the Belgian, and three others, charged 
with participation in the attempt to as- 
sassinate the sultan last July, were today 
sentenced to death by the native court. Other 
alleged accomplices were committed to penal 
servitude for life, and ten persons charged 
with the same crime, who have not yet been 
arrested, were sentenced to death. 


J. W. SPALDING SOME BETTER. 


American Injured in Auto Accident in 
France Still in Serious Condi- 
tion, However. 


AVIGNON, France, Dec. 18—J. Walter 
Spalding, who was injured in an automobile 
accident yesterday, is slightly better, but his 
condition is serious. The frontal bone was 
fractured, one eye destroyed, and the other 
injured by splinters from his glasses.

CZAR IN A DILEMMA. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—[Midnight.) 
~The following statement of the govern- 
ment’s position was made late tonight, and 
may be accepted as authoritative: 

„The government sincerely desired to in- 
troduce the new régime without having re- 
course to harsh measures, but it received no 
support from the constitutionalists or other 
moderates, while the proletariat organiza- 
tions, under the leadership of the socialists, 
continued their mad campaign in favor of 
armed rebellion and openly incited the army 
and the navy to mutiny. 

„The climax of this campaign was reached 
when efforts were made to attack the credit 
of the country in the midst of a considerable 
panic. Had the government allowed such 


efforts to go unchallenged it would have pre- 


cipitated complete financial and industrial 
ruin, 

After all, self-preservation is the first law 
of nature, and besides, without the restora- 
tion of a semblance of order, it would be im- 
possible to hold the elections for the douma, 
The case was a desperate one and it ‘de- 
manded a desperate remedy.

KAISER MAY SEND FLEET. 
BERLIN, Dec. 18.—A German fleet may be 
sent to Baltic ports to assist German mer- 


} chant ships in bringing away German sub- 


jects from the provinces now in revolt agalnst 
ths czar. 

The merchant steamer Wolga sailed from 
Stettin today for Riga, chartered by the 
German government to bring away German 
subjects. The Wolga will land the refugees 
here. The steamship Prins Heinrich will 
leave Kinigsberg on Wednesday for Riga 
with a like intention. 

The question is being asked, what will the 
German government do if the merchant ships 
are fired on or the embarkation of the refu- 
gees is resisted by disorderly bands? No 
answer to this question is obtained from any 
responsible person in an official position. 

The government has informed Russia in 
the ordinary diplomatic way that the ves- 
sels are being sent to Baltic ports. The 
greatest interest Is felt here as to how the 
steamers will be received and whether any 
obstacle will be placed in the way of their 
carrying out their benevolent mission.

Tou were kind enough to express a WIII- 
ingneee to enter an order that hereafter no 
letters should be granted in such cases ex- 
cept on due notice to the county attorney, 
and also that no conservator should be dis- 
charged without notice to the county. 

“I would, therefore, be greatly obliged to 
you if you would heave those orders entered 
at once.” 

Favorable replies were received to both 
communications, Judge Cutting entering the 
order ag requested. 

President Brundage then notified County 
Attorney Lewis to act in the future as con- 
servator for ingame persons in cases where 
there were no heirs and where relatives 
were willing, to be free of expense except 
actual cost. 

“It appears, said Mn Brundage im his 
letter to the county official, inclosing a list 
ef estates in which letters have been granted 
in the last eleven months, “that quite a 
number have no friends. Some have heirs, 
who are but distant relatives. In those cases 
the county, under a recent opinion rendered 
by you, is entitled to reimbursemef#t for the 
expense of keeping the ineane person.” 

County Attorney Lewis said in the after- 
noon that K est $125 a year to keep an in- 
sane person at Dunning and that the county 
was rupning behind thousande of dollars 
every years. In the case of insane persons 
who die without heirs the estate under the 
law reverte to the county. 9e far as is 
known, the county never has secured any 
such estates. The inference is that if there 
are no heirs fictitious heire ere produced. 
There is no proof of this, however. 


First Case Under New Ruling. 


The first conservatorship under the new 
ruling came up im the afternoon in Judge 
Cutting’s court. 

Mrs. Louisa Miles, 67 years old, a widow, 
6646 St. Lawrence avenue, was committed to 
Dunning last August. She had 5.00 in money 
and her real estate ie worth between 54, 000 
and $5,000. 

Henry C. Andersen happened in at the 
detention hospital when Mre. Miles’ case 
came up and landed the appointment of eon- 
servator. Later a sister, Mrs. Anna Upton, 
at 8246 Prairie avenue, decided that Mr. 
Anderson's services were more expensive 
than the estate could stand, especially as 
there was a possibility that Mre. Miles would 
recover and nee@ all the cash she had left 
herself. 

Measures were taken to secure the resig- 
nation of Anderson. Mrs. Upton engaged 
an attorney, and presented an application for 
her appointment as conservatrix, without 
pay, before. President Brundage took meas- 
urea to stop the business of the professional 
conservators. j 

County Attorney Lewis made formal objee- 
tiom to Mrs. Upton's appointment, but with- 
drew it when he learned that she was acting 
without pay. 

Anderson Present in Court. 

Retiring Conservator Anderson was pres- 
ent. He is a short, rotund man, who looks 
more lke a street railway magnate than a 
clerk. He wore a reassuring smile and a 
Tattersall flannel waistcoat, surmounted by 
a diamond the sise of a small pea. 

Anderson had put in a bill for §75 for attor- 
ney’s fees. To this he added another 2 
for censervator’s fees, $24 for custodian, and 
$26 for a bond, $149 altogether. County At 
torney Lewis said a bond could have been 
secured for $16 and that was the most that the 
county would have charged * all expenses, 
under the new arrangemen 

Anderson, whom everyone calls “ Hank” 
around Probate court, wasn't pleased about 
the county attorney's ection. Hess lawyer,

GRAND JORIS ON RIAL 


METHODS CRITICISED BY MEN OF 
ACTUAL EXPERIENCE. » 


Former Members of Inquisttorial Bod. 
fea Form, Permanent Organization 
for the Purpese of Securing Re- 
forms in Criminal Precedure Which 
They Believe to Be Neceéssary——Rem- 
edies for Evils of System Suggested 
im Speeches at Hamilton Club. 


Fifty mem who had been members of Cook 
county grand juries met last evening at a 
banquet at the Hamilten club and effected 
a permanent organization for bringing about 
reforms which their experience as inquisitors. 
caused them to think necessary. 6 

A committee of seven was appointed to 
draw up resofutions, pointing out flaws in 
the grand jury system, and urging changes. 
Several penaceas were offered for weak- 
nesses of the present system. 


Would Abolish Grand Juries. 

F. D. Tracey of the September grand jury 
advocated the discontinuance of grand juries. 

“The whole jury stem, he said, “is 
based on a false assumption that one man 
can do a piece of work as well ag another 
and that there is no need of training. I would 
offer as a substitute a permanent commis- 
mon, so that kuowledge, experience, and 
training would always be Avaflable in sifting 
out justice. A much smaller number of 
men could be employed, and they would con- 
tinvally grow more fit to discharge their 
duties wit htheir experience. Under the 
present system a maz is ne sooner broken in 
and beginning te understand what he should 
do than his term of service is over and his 
piace is taken by another inexperienced man. 

“The most important thing is to get rid 
of the superstition which attaches to juries 
and trial by jury. Itds always associated 
with the first establishing of our liberties, 
and this often has stood in the way ot the 
adoption of a mofe rational method. 

Another change greatly needed, even if 
the old jury system is continued, is the em- 
ployment of more competent interpreters.”’ 


Present System Is Defended. 

William Ralph unt objected to Mr. 
Tracey's plan because, he, said, influential 
persons would be able to a wet to ‘a per- 
manent board, making the probability of 
securing justice les sthan where it is dis- 
pensed by a body of unknown men who can- 
not be approached. a 

Assistant State’s Attorney Going spoke 
strongly in favor of the grand jury system, 
urging its advantages as a means of giving 
responsible citizens knowledge of the inside 
workings ef the law.

Judge McEwen, while advocating the ap- 
pointment of a permanent board of agsist- 
ante to the state’s attorney's office to aid in 
the transaction of grand jury business, also 
held up the advantages of the grand jury 
system and protested against the criticisms 
made.

GOV. WRIGHT SPEAKS HIS MIND. 


Executive of Philippines Calls Opposi- 
tion to Tariff Reduction “Pig- 
headed Selfishness.” 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—“ I don't ob- 
ject to intelligent selfishness, but I do object 
to pigheaded selfishness, and that is what 
this opposition to a reduction in the Philip- 
pine tariff seems to me,“ declared Gov. Luke 
E. Wright of the Philippines in summarizing 
the arguments of the anti-tariff reduction 
of the sugar and tobacco interests before the 
Ways and means committee of the house to- 
day. Secretary Taft applauded the argu- 
ment. . 

Gov. Wright said he noticed a disposition 
to throw off the Filipinos and get rid of them 
in the easiest way possible. 

“T don’t think this is the sentiment of the 
American people,” said Gov. Wright. “TI 
don’t find our people feel that way. But if 
they do they certainly have been unfortunate 
in their selection of officials to take charge 
of the Philippines.” 

W. C. Weliborn, Philippine secretary ef 
agriculture, declared American beet sugar 
growers have no more reason to fear Philip- 
pine sugar laborers than Iowa farmers have 
to fear the negro in the Mississippi corn- 
fields, who works for 60 cents a day. 


COREY TO BE RE-ELECTED? 


Representative of H. C. Frick Says Head 
of Steel Corporation Will Be Given 
Vote of Confidence. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—A close 
associate of H. C. Frick reached here from 
New York this morning and made the follow- 
ing annountement: 

President Corey will be reélected head of 
the United States Steel corporation at the 
next meeting.

‘Mr. Landis’ bill creates a division of insur- 
ance in the department of commerce and 
labor and provides for a superintendent of 
insurance. It requires annual reports from 
all life insurance ompanties doing business 
in bes ¢ territory VUescribed. “This would,” 
he said, “ disclose any scandalous perversion 
of funds, 

“This would prevent, for instance, any 
life insurance corporation from holding $90,- 
000,000 2 of security marketed by J. P. 

This would supplant speculation with in- 
vestment. 

Thie would disclose how fur these com- 
panies had departed from the original pur- 
pose of insurance and wandered off into a 
maze of more than 200 forms of policy, puz- 
gling the mind and absolutely defrauding the 


people. 

This will direct attention to an amazing 
field of fraud. It will tell the story of condi- 
tions misrepresented, of stipulations not un- 
derstood, of obligations too heavy to be 
borne, of dishonest estimates of earnings. 
It will warn the people against the most stu- 
pendoup trickery of our times—namely: the 
invesintent feature of life insurance. 

In one of three great life insurance com- 
panies last year only 9,000 policies came to 
a natural end, 7,000 policies were surren- 
dered, and 33,000 policies lapsed.

Funds Juggled, Brokers Over- 
paid, Policy Holders Fleeced ; 
Inquiry Nearing Close.

New York, Dec. 18.—[Special.]—This was 
cleaning up day for the Armstrong legisla- 
tive insurance investigating committee. The 
entire session was devoted to odds and ends 
concerning the smaller companies, those 
under examination being the Provident Sav- 
ings, the Empire Life, and-the Life Associa- 
tion of America. This line of questioning 


was preparatory to the final report to the 


legislature. 

It was shown that the situation of affairs 
in these little concerns is much like that in 
their great contemporaries, the practice of 
marking up real estate values to balance 
books, of paying excess commissions to 
brokers, and of making loans on worthless 
securities being similar to those disclosed in- 
previous investigations. 


Raised Realty Values. 


From William Elbert, who has charge ot 


the real estate of the Provident society, 
Counsel Hughes elicited that the company 
erected an office building in Waco, Tex., in 
1889, at a cost of 9145;448, that $50,000 better- 
ments were made upon it, and that by 1899 
its value had been marked up in the books 
of the company to $253,956. 

William T. Gilbert, counsel for the Provi- 
dent society, who then testified, said that 
three years later the Waco property was 
traded off and then the Provident society 
made a loan of $125,000 on it to Henry H. 
Peters. Peters conveyed the property over 
to the society again in default of payment 
and the society placed its book value at 


$204,927, although Mr. Elbert, who again | 


went on the stand, said it cost the society 
$125,000 plus the interest. ; 

Mr. Gilbert, who again testified, described 
a transaction in which the Provident society 
bought a brick building in Savannah, Ga,, 
for $83,107 in 1897, which was marked up to 
a book value of $102,467 by 1899, traded off. 
and then surrendered to the society in de- 
fault of a loan. This time it also cost the 
society about $83,000, witness gaid, but in 
1902 its market value was fixed by an ap- 
praiser at $110,000. Last year the property 
was traded off again. 


Made the Books Balance. 

Miles M. Dawson, expert ac.cary for the 
committee, was called and submitted state- 
ments showing the gains and losses by the 
management of the ‘Provident society, ac- 
cording to its reports, since 1897,. These state- 
ments showed a loss of more han $100,000, 
which was, the witness said, offset by the 
marking up of the value of real estate. 

The Life Association of America, organized 
in 1901, also was taken up when its presi- 
dent, Henry T. Townsley, testified. He said 
the company originally was an assessment 
concern, but in 1902 it was incorporated asa 
stock contpany. He said his company fre- 
quently paid to brokers or agents what 
amounted to 90 per cent commission. Fifty 
per cent was the regular commission.

THE CREDIT OF CHICAGO. 

The financial credit of Chicago is dear to 
the associated banks of the city—or to the 
men who control them. It wag not eelf- 
preservation nor a wish to prevent a panic 
that induced them to take charge of the 
Walsh banks and to leave no doubt as to the 
ability of Chicago to cope with any financial 
difficulty for its own depositors that might 
arise within its own borders. It was a spirit 
of local pride and patriotism. They were 
resolved to maintain the reputation of the 
city, no matter what monetary sacrifices 
might be implied. They are prepared to go 
to the relief of other western communities 
when it is necessary. They want no assist- 
ance when there is trouble at home. 

By assuming a laborious and costly stew- 
ardship the associated banks have saved the 
depositors in the closed banks—among them 
are the city and other municipal corpora- 
tions—from loss and inconvenience. They 
have reassured the business community and 
have averted a panic. They have placed 
the credit of the city on a higher level. Todo 
this may cost them $2,000,000 or more.

KING COAL. 

Mr. F. N. Saward, editor of the Coal Trade 
Journal, contributes to the Bngineering 
Magazine some figures showing the growth 
of the coal production of the United States. 
The early development of coal mining in 
Great Britain gave that country an initial 
advantage in manufacturing, but during the 
last thirty years both Germany and the 
United States have been gaining, and the lat- 
ter country is now far in the lead. In 1875 
the production of the three countries was, in 
round numbers, Great Britain, 150,000,000 
tons; Germany, 58,000,000; United States, 
52,000,000, In 1904 the figures were, Great 
Britain, 260,000,000; Germany, 186,000,000; 
and the United States, 352,000,000 tons of 
2,000 pounds each, an increase for Great 
Britain of 78 per cent, Germany, 250 per 
cent, and the United States, 576 per cent. 

Of the American product the anthracite 
mines produce 74,000,000 tons and the bitu- 
minous mines 278,000,000. Seven thousand 
six hundred and seventy-one machines were 
in operation, producing 79,000,000 tons. 
About 550,000 miners were at work. The 
bituminous miners work almost uniformly 
eight hours, while in the anthracite mines 
the miners work on an average five hours, 
and the loaders and other laborers work nine 
hours. Pay has been raised twice in the 
last five years, 10 per cent each 2 and 
Mr. Gompers estimates the abolition of 
truck system to be worth 10 per cent more, 
as enabling the miner to regulate his ex- 
penses better. >

They were 
secured and held through politica] alliances 
which are no part of good banking. The 
withdrawal of the heavy drainage district 
deposits, which was in contemplation, would 
have forced the bank to the wall if it had 
not been driven there sooner. 

It is inexpedient that a bank should be 
the depository of public funds for any length 
of time. When a bank thinks it can hold 
them indefinitely if certain politicians are in 
power it is apt to go into politics, and the 
consequences may be disastrous. Neither 
the eity, the drainage board, nor any other 
municipal corporation should have pet 
banks.” Let all whose soundness is as- 
sured participate in the custody of public 
moneys.

TEMPTING THE MAYOR. 

Under the guise of advancing municipal 
ownership, certain political elements are 
calling loudly upon Mayor Dunne to purge 
the city hall. They desire the Harrison 
democrats to be replaced by “ friends of 
the mayor’s policies.” He is urged to this 
course on the ground that the Harrison 
democrats are hostile to those policies, that 
such hostility will show itself in the spring 
election, and that the desired substitution 
would cripple opposition and fortify support 
for aldermen favoring the mayor's plans. 

That the city hall requires purging need 
not be denied. That any good result, how- 
ever, can be accomplished in this direction 
by applying political tests is a specious no- 
tion. Administrative standards can only 
be toned up by making tenure of office de- 
pend not upon efficient partisan service but 
solely upon efficient public service. The 
machinery for thus lifting those standards 
already exists in the civil service commis- 
sion. If officeholders of any particular 
political stripe are unfit for their positions 
they should be discharged by the depart- 
ment heads, If they choose to stand trial 
before the civil service commission, that 
commission should in such trials sustain 
the right of department heads to require 
efficiency. If the commission should fail 
thus to support the departments it should 
be strengthened in its personnel. The re- 
form of the city hall, however, should take 
place by emphasizing the civil service com- 
mission, not by weakening or degrading it. 
There ia ground for suspecting that the 
present advocates of removals do not whol- 
ly sympathize with this idea. That is one 
reason why the filling of the vacant secre- 
taryship of that commission is of so much 
importance. 

The effort to induce Mayor Dunne to bea 
party to the letting down of the civil serv- 
ice bars is: intended to be alluring to him. 
It is intended to appeal to his natural de- 
sire for an organized and effectnal electoral 
campaign for municipal ownership alder- 
men in April. When closely investigated, 
however, it will be found to represent parti- 
san or factional aims and hunger for office 
rather than real devotion to municipal own-

| UNITARIANS MAY BE BARRED 
BY NEW CHURCH FEDERATION 


Chicago Ministers Likely to Follow B- 
ample of Conference Held Recently in 
New York City. 


Five hundred Chicago ministers met 
terday noon in Association hall to 2 — 
first steps toward church federation in the 
city. No definite action was taken looking 
toward thé exclusion of the Unitarian de- 
nomination, which was barred on doctrina! 
grounds from the recent conference on 
church federation held in New York City, 
but the sentiment of the meeting was strong- 
ly — ver of exclusion. 

ach of the speakers had been a te 
to the New York conference and ry 
ferred to the action of that conference in 
terms of the warmest approbation. Rousing 
applause greeted each reference. 

The meeting was called by a joint com- 
mittee representing the ministerial associe- 
tions of the various denominations and the 
central department of the Yo Men's 
Christian association. Judge Peter Gidea. 
cup of the United States Circuit court, who 
was à representative of the general synod 
of the Lutheran Church of North America at 
the conference in New York, presided. Ad- 
dresses were made by the Rev. Benjamin A. 
Greene, D. D., pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Evanston; Bishop William F. Me- 
Dowell of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
Prof. Benjamin L. Hobson of McCormick 
Theological seminary, and the Rev. J. A. 
Adame, D. D., editor of The A@vance. The 
four speakers were appointed a committee 
to construct a plan for the church federation. 

Referring to the action of the conference, 
Bishop McDowell said: 

The conference has asserted its faith in 
our and Savior. After the declaration 
had den made it was amended 80 as to de- 
clare a beNef in the divine nature of Christ. 
This assertion of a great faith, however, is 
not an end in itself. It ils our part now to 
work for the kind of a revolution in society 
that naturally follows the declaration of that 
faith. We have to bring a universal principle 
to a particular application and find out what 
that principle will do in a town like Chicago.” 

Editor Adams was asked by a representa- 
tive of Tun TRIBUNE what would be the at- 
titude of the ministers toward the Unitarian 
denomination. 

Well,“ he said, “ so far as there was any 
expression of opinion at all the action of the 
New York conference was indorsed. The

HARPER UNABLE TO ATTEND 
UNIVERSITY’S CONVOCATION. 


French Ambassador Jusserand to De- 
liver Address in Mandel Hall on 
“Some Maxims of Life.” 


Although President William R. Harper of 
the University of Chicago is reported much 
improved in strength, his physicians gay he 
will be unabie to attend the fifty-seventh con- 
vocation exercises in Mandel hall this after- 
noon.

Jean J. Jusserand, French ambassador to 
the United States, will deliver the conveca- 
tion address. His subject will de Some 
Maxims of Life.“ An honorary degree was 
conferred on M. Jusserand two years ago by 
the university. 

The usual rumors of a large gift from John 
D. Rockefeller, which circulated about the 
campus were neither affirmed nor denied by 
the university officials. Degrecs and diplo- 
mas will be conferred on 103 students. More 
than half this number. will receive the bach- 
elor’s, master’s, or doctor's title. 

The junior college exercises were held yes- 
terday morning. Dean George E. Vincent 
reported a gain of 10 per cent in attendance 
over the fall quarter for 1904. He reported 
also a gain in the attendance of men over 
women. Prof. Albion W. Small addressed the 
candidates for the title of associate on Suc- 
cess.”’ 

“The great question in life to be answered,” 
he declared, is: Shall I bear my share in 
the world's work by putting in a piece of 
white conduct, or shall 1 shirk my share and 
put in a piece of yellow conduct? The saint 
is only the man who ig Johnnie on the spot’ 
when there is something to be done.

PALMER LOSES WILL CONTEST. 


Judge Kohlsaat Sustains Trustee of 
$600,000 Estate Which Has Been 
in Litigation Nine Years. 


Judge C. C. Kohlsaat in the United States 
Circuit court decided against Frank W. 
Palmer, who contested the will of his mother, 


Mrs. Anna M. Benedict, which named For- 


dyce G. Bradley as trustee of her $600,000 
estate. Palmer's prayer for an accounting 
with the trustee of the estate was denied 
ee and his bill was dismissed for want of 
equity. 


Mrs. Benedict died in Paris, France, on 


Feb. 12, 1896, leaving, it was declared, a will 
in which Bradley was named as executer and 
trustee. The case was fought throu#h the 
state courts by Palmer, depositions being 
taken in Paris. 

The lower courts found the will to be void, 
but this decision was reversed by the state 
Supreme court. Bradley made his fing! re- 
port in 1902, and the estate was declared set- 
tled by the Probate court. Palmer contended 
that he waa the only heir and that his mother 
was unduly influenced in making the will.

Three 
of them testified that as Kopf approached 
the Judges’ table after the cry had gone up 
that the ballot box was being stuffed they 
heard Farnum say: Get Kopf They 
were George A. Coffman, an employé of the 
sheriff's office, John Lenehan, an employé 
imthe office of the clerk of the Criminal court, 
and James M. ers, a telegrapher.

Woods’ testimony was the most severe 
upon Senator Farnum, who was present at 
the afternoon session, when tie colored man 
testified. It was thé only, evidence intro- 
duced to show that there had been a con- 
spiracy or plot hatched to slug some of 
the Kopf partisans, and was aimed at the 
senator. 

Attorney Kickham Scanlan, counsel for 
Farnum, attempted to show that Woods is 
@ creature of Bonga’s and that he has been 
a professional witness in many. previous 
cases, His questions at the close of the 
coroner's investigation were intended to 
show that Woods was arrested last summer 
for horse stealing by Bonga, who saved him 
from punishment by interceding with the 
court, and later gave him employment, 
Coroner Hoffman, Deputy C. V. Barrett, and 
Assistant State's Attorney Holt conferred 
and concluded to bar all questions as to the 
past history of the witness. 


Tells of Plot to Do Kopt. 

Woods testified to the following story: 
That he had gone to the club headquarters 
at 1460 West Madison street on the morning 
ef the election, and that he had overheard 
cenversations pointing to a plot to do up 
Kopf and others of his party. He said that 
he saw Farnum and Roberts in consultation, 
and that Roberts had said on walking away, 
Leave it to me,“ and that later he heard 
five men talking. that W. J. Jackman had 
declared he would have néthing to do with’ 
it,” and that another man, whom he did not 
know, explained that the man whom Far- 
num shook hands with or for whom he bought 
a drink was the man.“ 

The statements of the witnesses went to 
show that Kopf had protested against the 
barring of his clerks and judges, and that 
the voters in line had refused to cast their 
ballots. Farnum then called upon George 
Jensen, a park policeman, acting as clerk, to 
vote, and he had tried to put a bundle of 
ballots into the box. A cry went up that the 
box was being stuffed, and Kopf ran forward. 
He had just stepped upon the platform when 
Roberts stabbed him with a pocket knife. 

State Has Many Witnesses Yet. 

The state is endeavoring to show that the 
attack was unprovoked, and still has sev- 
enteen more witnesses to place on the stand. 
The defense has not yet stated who will be 
called to represent the Farnum side of the 
fight, but it is probable that the inquest will 
not be concluded today.

“Tf a final settlement is made with the 
city and some agreement is reached are you 
willing that a clause shall be inserted giving 
the city the right to acquire your system for 
municipal operation in the future?” was the 
second query.
